for city scho'ols and pared the gen- 
eral city budget down to $434,350, a 
decrease of slightly more than 
887,000 from last year's estimated 
expenditures. The school tax levy 
was $42.000 less than the $317,000 
requested by the board of educa- 
tion and it is $60.000 less than was 
levied a year ago. The levy for 
county and state taxes is about 
$49,000 less than a year ago. 


The council estimated that the 


&L8, tax rate -will produce sufficient 
revenue, together with other muni- 
cipal receipts, to operate the city 
in 1933 and also pay off about $100,- 
000 of the $160,000 loaned 
from 


banks this year. 
Total receipts 


were estimated at $819,856, and to- 
tal expenditures for 1933, including 
repayment of $160,000 loans, were 
computed at $875,000. 
Salary reduction ranging from -5 


per cent on all salaries under $1,000 
to 20 per cent on salaries over $3,- 
JJOO were suggested as a means of 
effecting substantial 
savings.

The $49,000 decrease in the coun- 


ty levy-helped materially -in "main- 
taining the $18 rate. The county 
asks for $143,942 for next year, com- 
•pared with $193.161 this year. The 
levy for county schools is approx- 
imately the same, 830,721 for 'next 
year, as against $30,707 this year. 
The total county levy against the 
city is 5174,664, while last year it 
was $223.888. 


Receipts Fall Off 


While the city received $296,510 in 


receipts other than the tax levy 
this year, it is expected these in- 
comes next year will drop to $266,- 
574. Revenues from the Wisconsin 
Michigan Power company, Wiscon- 
sin Telephone company, 
licenses, 


and permits are expected to be 
about the same, but marked de- 
creases are anticipated in income 
tax, state aid for highways, and 
automobile gas tax. This year the 
city received $70.594 from the in- 
come tax, next year it expects only 
$30,000.

As Monsoon lilts 


Tokio Destroyer 


Vessel Drifts Up&ide DGVM 


In East China Sea 


During Storm 


Tokio —(ff)— 
The trim Japanese 


destroyer Sawarabi drifted upside 
down in, the east China sea today, 
with 104 of her crew probably dead, 
victims of the treacherous monsoon 
that blows off, the coast of Asia. 


The phenomena 
known as the 


burst of-the mOnsoon, or sudden 
"seasonal change in the 
usually 


steady wind, struck' the Sawarabi 
and three sister ships 100 miles oil 
Formosa island Monday ^afternoon. 


The darkness descended on the 


destroyers late yesterday afternoon 
in the midst of the storm, and the 
sister ships—the Sanaya, the Kure- 
take, and the Wakatake—lost sight 
of the Sawarabi as she wallowed 
helplessly in the troughs ,0! the sea. 
1 The three stood byl the Sawarabi, 
and as soon as conditions cleared 
Dearly today, "picked"" up-16 survivors 
from the sea, one of whom later 
died of his injuries. The skipper, 
Lieut. Commander Kengo Kawota, 
.went to "his death" with his ship, as 
far as the' naval-ministry knew. 


Meanwhile the commander of the 


Mako naval* base in the Pescadores, 
off Formosa, sent a cruiser, four 
destroyers and an aircraft carrier 
to the scene. 


Inquiry Ordered 


The naval ministry prepared a 


preliminary report to the emperor 
today, and ordered an investigation. 
Meanwhile" the cause of the accident 
was not ascertained.

Madison — (,P) — Milwaukee-co is 


not responsible for the state's share 
of 1932 income taxes which are im- 
pounded in closed or moratorium 
banks until such time as the money 
again is placed in the county trea- 
surer's possession, the 
state su- 


preme court ruled today. 


Thi decision means that County 


Treasurer Patrick McManus is not 
personally liable for the state taxes, 
amounting to $320,000 and that the 
state will have to await the liquida- 
tion or reopening of the banks that 
have the money before it can get 
all or any part of the impounded 
funds.

By Probation System 


Green Bay —tPi— Wisconsin tax- 


payers were saved more than $600,- 
000 by operation of the probation 
system from July 1, 1930, to July 1, 
1932, according to figures given out 
at the meeting of state parole and 
probation officers, held at the Wis- 
consin State reformatory here. 


This total is arrived at through 


a analysis of the biennial expenses. 
Cost of operating the department is 
given as S140.206.75. The average 
number of probationers under its 
direction during this period was 
1.243. making their average per 
capita cost a v<cck $1.08. 


During the same period, the aver- 


age number in prisons and reform- 
atories was 2,365. maintained at an 
average 
cost of $5.75 per week. 


Thus, the average saving for each 
probationer over the two-year pe- 
riod would be $4.67 per week, or a 
grand total of $603,700.14.

shoot it out to show that the farm- 
er has his rights."

The sheriff took ev- 
ery precaution of modern warfare, 
including the setting up of an emer- 
gency telephone on a post a quarter 
of a mile from the Cichon farm.

"If the silk is weighed, it will

Claiming the results were not sat- 


isfactory and the plates were not of 
good quality, Mrs. Bergelin-latef^ of- 
fered to settle for $100. Dr. Kolb re- 
fused. He sued for the full amount 
of $274. In the circuit court he was 
awarded that sum, plus costs, and 
the Bergelins appealed.

Werner, presiding in circuit court 
at Antigo, in directing a verdict for 
Dr. C. E. Zellmen and ordered a' 
new trial for this case. Laddie 
Schwartz was injured in a*n. auto- 
mobile accident in 1930 and went to 
Dr. Zellmer for -treatment.

Text of Presidential Message to Congress 


Washington —{30—The full text of 


President" Hoover's annual message 
to congress follows:" 


To the senate and house of rep- 


resentatives: 
In accord with my constitution- 


al duty, I transmit herewith to the 
congress information upon the state 
of the Union together with recom- 
mendation of measures for its con- 
sideratioiJ. 
Our country is at peace. Our na- 


tional defense has Been maintained 
at a high state of effectiveness. All 
of the executive departments of the 
government have -been conducted 
during the year with a high devo- 
tion to public interest. There has 
been a far larger degree of freedom 
from industrial conflict than hither- 
to known, education and science 
have made further advances. The 
uublic health is to-day at its high- 
est known level. While we have re- 
cently engaged in the aggressive 
contest of a national election, its 
very tranauillity and the 
accept- 


ance of its results furnish abund- 
ant proof of the strength of our 
institutions. 


In the face of widespread hard- 


ship our people have demonstrated 
daily a magnificent sense of hu- 
manity, of individual and~commun- 
ity responsibility for the welfare 
of the less fortunate. They have' 
grown in their conceptions and or- 
ganization for cooperative action 
for the common welfare. 


Tn the provision against distress 


during this winter, the great private 
agencies of the country ^have been 
mobilized again; the generosity of 
our people ha's again come into evi- 
dence to a degree in which 
all 


America may take 
great pride. 


Likewise the local authorities and 
the states are engaged everywhere 
itr supplemental measures of relief, 
The provisions'made for loans from 
the" reconstruction Finance corpor- 
ation, to states that have exhausted 
their own resources, guarantee that 
there should be no hunger or suf- 
fering from cold in the country. 
The large majority ;of states are 
showing a sturdy cooperation in the 
spirit of the federal aid. 


The surgeon general, in charge of 


the public health service, furnishT 
es me with the following informa- 
tion upon the state of public health:

mount duty of the government The 
result of the agencies we have cre- 
ated and the policies we have pur- 
sued has been to buttress our whole 
domestic financial structure and 
greatly to restore recdit facilities. 
But progress in recovery requires 
another element as -well—that is 
fully restored confidence in the 
future. Institutions and men may 
have resources and credit but un- 
less they have confidence,,progress 
is halting and insecure. 


Three Directions 


There are three definite" direc- 


tions in which action-by the gov- 
ernment at once can •contribute to 
strength further the forces of re- 
covery by strengthening of confi- 
dence. 
They are the necessary 


foundations to any other action, and 
their accomplishment would at once 
promote employment and increase 
prices. 


The first of these directions of ac- 


tion is the continuing reduction of 
all government expenditures, wheth 
er national, state, or local The dif- 
ficulties of the country demand un- 
diminished efforts toward "economy 
in government in every direction. 
Embraced in this problem is the 
unquestioned balancing of the f ed- 
eraroud,get That is the first"'nec- 
essity of national stability and is 
the foundation of further recovery. 
It must be balanced in an abso- 
lutely safe and sure manner if full 
confidence is to be inspired. 


Economic Status 


The unparalleled world-wide eco- 


nomic depression has continued 
through 4he year. Due to the Euro- 
pean collapse, the .situation devel- 
oped during last fall and winter 
into a series of most acute crises. 
The unprecedented emergency 
measures 
enacted 
and 
policies 


adopted undoubetedly saved the 
1 country from economic disaster. 


After serving to defend the national 
security, these measures began in 
July to, show their weight and in- 
fluence-*, toward 
improvement of 


conditions in many parts of the 
country. . , .' 


The measures- and policies which 


have procured this turn toward re- 
covery should be ocntinued until 
the depression is passed, and then 
the emergency- agencies should be 
promptly liquidated. The expansion 
of credit "facilities by the Federal 
Reserve system and the Reconstruc- 
tion -Finance corporation has been 
of incalculable value. The loans of 
the latter, for reproductive works, 
and to railways for the creation of 
employment; 
its support 
of the 


credit structure through loans to 
banks, insurance companies, rail- 
ways, building "and loan associa- 
tions, and to agriculture has pro- 
tected the savings and insurance 
policies of millions of our citizens 
and has relieved millions of bor- 
rowers from duress; they have en- 
abled industry and business to 
function and expand. The assistance 
given to farm loan banks, the estab- 
lishment of the home loan banks 
and agricultural credit associations 
—all in their various ramifications 
have placed large sums of money 
at the disposal of the neople in pro- 
tection and aid. Beyond this, the 
extensive organization of the coun- 
try in voluntary action has produc- 
ed profound results. 


Relief Measures 


The following table indicates di- 


rect expenditures of the federal 
government in aid to unemploy- 
ment, agriculture, and financial re- 
lief over the past four years. The 
sums applied to financial relief 
multiply themselves many fold, be- 
ing in considerable measure the 
initial capital supplied to the Re- 
construction Finance corporation, 
farm loan banks, etc., which will 
be recovered to the treasury.

Banking System, 


The second direction for action is 


the complete reorganization at once 
of our banking system. The shocks 
to our economic life have undoubt- 
edly been multiplied by the weak- 
ness of this system, and until they 
are remedied recovery will be 
greatiy hampered. 


The third direction for immedi- 


ate action is vigorous and "whole- 
souled'cooperation with other gov- 
ernments in the 
economic field. 


That our major 
difficulties find 


their origins in the economic weak- 
ness, of foreign nations requires no 
demonstration. 
The first need to- 


day is' strengthening of "commodity 
'prices. That can not be permanent- 
ly accomplished by'artificialities. It 
must be accomplished by expansion 
in consumption - of goods through 
the return of stability and,confi- 
dence in the world at large and that 
in turn can not be fully accomplish- 
ed without cooperation with other 
nations. 


Balancing Budget 


I shall in due course present the 


executive budget to the congress. It 
will show proposed 'reductions in 
appropriations below those enactep 
by the last session of the 'congress 
by over $830,000,000. In addition I 
shaE present the necessary' execu- 
tive orders under %the'-recent ac1 
'authorising the reorganization o: 
the- federal government which, if 
permitted to go" into force, will pro* 
duce still-further substantial'econ- 
omies. These sums in reduction- of 
appropriations 
will, -however, be 


partially offset by an increase oj 
about $250,000,000 
in uricontrolt- 


able items, such as increased debt 
services, etc. 


In the budget there is included 


only the completion of the federaJ 
public works projects already un- 
dertaken or under contract. Speed- 
ing up of federal public works dur- 
ing the past four years as an aid ..to 
employment has advanced many 
types of such improvement to the 
point where further expansion can 
not be justified in their usefulness 
to the government or the people. As 
and aid to unemployment we should 
beyond the -normal constructive 
programs substitute reproductive or 
so-called 
self-liquidating 
works, 


Loans for such purposes have been 
provided for through the Recon- 
struction ^inance corporation. This 
change in character- of projects di- 
rectly relieves the taxpayer and is 
capable of expansion into a larger 
field than the direct federal works. 
The reproductive works constitute 
an addition to national "wealth and 
to future employment, whereas fur- 
ther undue expansion of federal 
public works is but a burden upon 
the future.

The federal construction program 


thus limited to commitments and 
work in progress under the- pro- 
posed appropriations contemplates 
expenditures 
for the next fiscal 


year, including naval and other ves- 
sel construction, 
as 'well as other 


forms of public works and mainten- 
ance, of a total of £442,769,000 as 
compared with 5717,262,000 for the 
present year. 


The expenditure on such items 


over the four years ending Juhe-30 
next will amount to 82,350,000,000 or 
an amount of construction work 
eight times as great as the cost of 
the Panama canal and, except for 
completion of certain long-view pro- 
jects, places the nation in many di- 
rections well ahead of its require- 
ments for some years to come. A 
normal program of about $200,000,- 
000 per annum 
should hereafter 


provide for the country's necessi- 
ties and will permit substantial fu- 
ture reduction in federal expendi- 
tures. 


I recommend that the furlougl 


system installed last year be con- 
tinued not only because of the ec- 
onomy produced but because, being 
tantamount to the "5-day week," it 
sets an example which should be 
followed by the 
country and be- 


cause it embraces within its- work- 
ings the "spread work" principle 
and thus serves to maintain a num- 
ber of public servants who would 
otherwise be deprived of all income. 
1 feel, however, in view of the 
present economic situation and the 
decrease in the cost of living by 
over 20 per cent, that some further 
sacrifice should be made by salaried 
officials of the government over and 
above the 8 1-3 per cent reduction 
under the furlough system. I will 
recommend that after exempting 
the first $1,000 of salary there should 
be a temporary' reduction for one 
year of 11 per cent of that part of 
all government salaries in the ex- 
cess of the $1,000 exemption, the re- 
sult of which, combined with the 
furlough system, will average about 


14.8 per cent reduction in pay to 
those earning more than $1,000. 


Cuts for Veterans 


I iyill recommend measures to 


eliminate certain payments in the 
veterans' services. I conceive these 
outlays were entirely beyond the or- 
iginal intentions of congress in 
building up veterans' 
allowances. 


Many abuses have grown up from 
ill - considered legislation. They 
should be eliminated. The nation 
should not ask for a reduction in 
allowances to men and dependents 
whose disabilities rise out of war 
service nor to those veterans with 
substantial service who have be- 
come totally disabled from non- 
war-connected causes and who are at 
the same tune without other sup- 
port. These latter veterans are a 


point, and I feel * that in view of 
their service to the nation as a 
whole the responsibility should fall 
upon the federal government. 


Many of the economies recom- 


mended in the budget were present- 
ed at the last "session of the con- 
gress but failed of adoption. If the 
economy and appropriations com- 
mittees of the congress in canvass- 
ing the proposed expenditures shall 
find further reductions which can 
be made without impairing essen- 
tial government services, it will be 
welcomed both' by the country and 
by myself. But under no circum- 
stances do I feel that the congress 
should fail to uphold the total of 
-reductions recommended. 


Some of the older revenues and 


some" of the revenues'provided un- 
der the act passed during the last 
session of the congress, particularly 
those generally referred to as the 
nuisance taxes, have not been as 
prolific 
of" income as had been 


hoped. Further revenue is neces- 
sary in addition to the amount 
of_ reductions in expenditures rec- 
ommended. Many of the manufac- 
turers' excise taxes upon selected 
industries not only failed to pro- 
duce satisfactory revenue, but they 
are in many ways unjust and dis- 
criminatory. 
The time has come 


when, if the government is to have 
an adequate basis of revenue to as- 
sure a balanced budget, this system 
of special manufacturers' 
excise 


taxes should be extended to cover 
practically 
all manufactures at a 


uniform rate, except necessary food 
and possibly some grades of cloth- 
ing. 


- Departmental Changes 


At the last session the congress 


responded to my request for author- 
ity to reorganize the government 
departments. The act provides for 
the grouping and consolidation of 
executive and administrative agen- 
cies according to major purposes, 
and thereby reducing the number 
of overlap and1 duplication of ef- 
fort. Executive 
orders issued for 


these, purposes are required to be 
transmitted to the congress while in 
session and do not became effective 
until after the expiration of 60 cal- 
endar days after such transmission, 
unless the congress shall sooner ap- 
prove. 
. -Ishall-issue such executive orders 
within a few days grouping or con- 
solidating over fifty executive and 
administrative agencies including a 
large number- of commissions and 
"independ'ent" agencies. 


The second step, of course, re- 


mains that after-these various bu- 
reaus and agencies are 
placed 


cheek by jowl into such groups, 
the administrative, officers in charge 
of the groups shall 'eliminate their 
overlap and still further consolidate 
these activities. Therein lie large 
economies. 


The congress must be warned 


that a Host of interested persons in- 
side and outside the government 
whose vision is concentrated on 
some particular function will at 
once protest against these proposals. 
These same'sorts of activities have 
prevented ^reorganization of the 
government for over a quarter of a 
century. They must be disregarded 
if the tasfc,is to be accomplished. 


-The basis of every other and ev- 


ery further effort toward recovery 
is to reorganize at once our bank- 
ing,system. The shocks to our econ- 
omic system have undoubtedly mul- 
tiplied by the weakness" of our fi- 
nancial system, I first called at- 
tention of the congress in 1929 to 
this condition, and I have unceas- 
ingly recommended -remedy since 
that time. The subject has been ex- 
haustively investigated both by the 
committees of the congress and the 
officers of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. 


The banking and financial system 


is presumed to serve in furnishing 
the essential lubricant to 
the 


wheels of industry, agriculture, and 
commerce; that is, credit Its diver- 
sion from proper- use, its improper 
use, or its insufficiency instantly 
brings hardship and dislocation in 
economic life. As a system our 
banking has failed to meet this 
great emergency. It can be said 
without question of doubt that our 
losses and distress have been great- 
ly augmented by its wholly inade- 
quate organization. Its inability as a 
system to respond to our needs is 
to-day a constant drain upon pro- 
gress toward recovery. In this state- 
ment I am not referring to individ- 
ual banks or bankers. Thousands 
of them have shown distinguished 
courage and ability^ On the con- 
trary, I am referring to the sys- 
tem itself, which is so organized, or 
so lacking in organization, that in 
an emergency, its very mechanism 
jeopardizes or paralyzes the action 
of sound banks and its instability is 
responsible for periodic dangers to 
our whole economic system. 


Bank failures rose in 1931 to 10} 


per cent of all the banks as compar- 
ed to 1J per cent of the failures of 
all other types of enterprise. Since 
Jan. 1, 1930, we have had 
4,665 


banks suspend, with $3,300,000,000 
in deposits. Partly from fears and 
drains from abroad, partly from 
these failures themselves (which in- 
deed often caused closing of sound 
banks), we have witnessed hoard- 
ing of currency to an enormous 
sum, rising during the height of the 
crisis to over $1,600,000,000. The re- 
sults from interreaction of cause 
and effect have expressed 
them- 


selves in strangulation of credit 
which at times has almost stifled 
the nation's business and agricul- 
ture. The losses, suffering, and trag- 
edies of our people are incalculable. 
Not alone do they lie in the losses 
at savings to millions of homes, in-

jury by deprival of working capital 
to thousands of small businesses, 
but also, in the frantic pressure to 
recall loans to meet pressures of 
hoarding and in liquidation of fail- 
ed banks, millions of other people 
have suffered in the loss of their 
homes and farms, businesses have 
been ruined, unemployment in- 
creased, and farmers' prices dimin- 
ished. 


Cites British Record 


That this failure to function is 


unnecessary and is the fault of our 
particular system is plain indicated 
by the fact that in Great Britain, 
\vhere the economic mechanism has 
suffered far greater shocks than our 
own, there has not been a single 
bank failure during the depression. 
Again in Canada, where the situa- 
tion has been in large degree iden- 
tical with our own, there have not 
been substantial bank failures. 


The creation of the Reconstruc- 


tion Finance corporation and the 
amendments to the Federal Reserve 
act served to defend the nation in a 
great crisis. They are not remedies; 
they are relief. It is inconceiva- 
ble that the Reconstruction corpor- 
ation, which has extended aid to 
nearly 6,00tf institutions and is man- 
iestly but a temporary device, can 
go on indefinitely. 


It is today a matter of satisfaction 


that the rate of bank failures, of 
hoarding, and the demands upon 
the 
Reconstruction 
corporation 


have greatly lessened. The acute 
phases of the crisis have obvious- 
ly passed and the time has now 
come when this national danger 
and this failure to respond to na- 
tional necessities must be 
ended 


and the measures to end them can 
be safely undertaken. Methods of 
reform "have been exhaustively ex- 
amined. There is no reason now 
why solution should not be found 
at the present session of the con- 
gress. Inflation of currency or gov- 
ernmental conduct of banking can 
have no part in these reforms. The 
government must abide within the 
field of constructive organization, 
regulation, and the enforcement of 
sale practices only. 
Parallel with reform in the bank- 


ing laws must be changes in the 
Federal Farm Loan Banking system 
and in the Joint Stock Land banks. 
Some of these changes should be 
directed to permanent 
improve- 


ment and some to emergency aid to 
our people where they wish to fight 
to save their farms and homes. 


I wish again to emphasize this 


view—that these widespread bank- 
ing reforms are a national neces- 
sity and are the first requisites for 
further recovery in agriculture and 
business. They should have immed- 
iate consideration as steps greatly 
needed to further recovery. 


TJ. S. Cooperation 


Our major difficulties during the 


past two years find their origins in 
the shocks from economic collapse 
abroad which in turn are the after- 
math of the great war. If we are to 
secure rapid and assured recovery 
arid protection for the future we 
must cooperate with foreign nations 
in many measures. 


We have actively engaged in a 


world 
disarmament 
conference 


where with success, we should re- 
duce our own tax burdens and the 
tax burdens of other major nations. 
We should increase political stabil- 
ity of the world. We should lessen 
the danger of war by increasing de- 
fensive powers and decreasing of- 
fensive powers 
of nations. We 


would thus open new vistas of ec- 
onomic expansion for the world. 


We are participating in the f orm- 


lation of a world economic confer- 
ence, successful results from which 
would contribute much to advance 
in agricultural prices, employment, 
and business. Currency depreciation 
and correlated forces have contri- 
buted greatly to decrease in price 
levels. Moreover, from these origins 
rise most of the destructive trade 
barriers now stifling the commerce 
of the world. We could by success- 
ful action increase security and ex- 
pand trade through stability in in- 
ternational exchange and monetary 
values. By such action world confi- 
dence could be restored. It would 
bring courage and stability, which 
will reflect into every home in our 
land. 


The European governments, ob- 


ligated to xis in war debts, have re- 
quested that there should be sus- 
pension of payments due the United 
States on Dec. 15 next, to be ac- 
companied by exchange of views 
upon this debt question. Our gov- 
ernment has informed them that we 
do not approve of suspension of the 
Bee. 15 payments. I have stated that 
I would recommend to the congress 
methods to overcome temporary ex- 
change difficulties in connection 
with this payment from nations 
where it may be necessary. 


3 Great Fields 


In the meantime I wish to reiter- 


ate that here are three great fields 
of international action which must 
be considered not in part but as a 
whole. They are of most vital in- 
terest to our people. Within them 
there are not only grave dangers 
if we fail in right action but there 
also lie immense opportunities for 
good if we shall succeed. Within 
success there he major remedies for 


our economic distress and 
major 


progress in stability and security to 
every fireside in our country. 


The welfare of our people is de- 


pendent upon successful issue of the 
great causes of world peace, world 
disarmament, and organized world 
recovery. Nor is it too much to say 
that to-day as never before the wel- 
fare of mankind and the preserva- 
tion of civilization depend upon our 
solution of these questions. Such 
solutions can not be attained except 
by honest friendship, by adherence 
to agreements entered upon until 
mutually revise and by cooperation 
amongst nations in a determination 
to find solutions which will be mut- 
ually beneficial. 


Other Legislation 


I have placed various legislative 


needs before the congress in previ- 
'ous messages, and these views re- 
quire no amplification on this occa- 
sion. I have urged the need for re- 
form in our 
transportation 
and 


power regulation, in the anti-trust 
laws as applied to our national re- 
source industries, western range 
conversation, extension of federal 
aid to child-health services, mem- 
bership in the world court, the rati- 
fication 
of the 
Great Lakes-St. 


Lawrence seaway treaty, revision 
of the bankruptcy acts, revision of 
federal court procedure, and many 
other pressing problems. 


These and other special subjects 


I shall where necessary deal with 
by special communications to the 
congress. 


The activities of our government 


are so great, when combined with 
the emergency activities which have 
arisen out of the world crisis, that 
even the briefest review of them 
myself of the fact that every detail 
would render the annual message 
unduly long. I shall therefore avail 
myself of the fact that every detail 
of the government is covered in the 
reports to the congress by each of 
the departments and agencies of the 
government.

"Mature consideration of our con- 


ditions leads me to believe," he said 
"that the country will not likely 
again be in condition to absorb suc- 
cessfully a similarly vast number of 
aliens as were allowed to until a 
few years ago. I believe that in the 
development of our resources and 
the natural increase of the present 
population we have approached or 
reached a stage when the facilities 
and opportunities of employment 
will not exceed our supply of 
workers at home. 


Would Revise Law 


"It is logical then to refer this 


point to former 
recommendations 


of the department that our immi- 
gration policy should be revised to 
provide that no new and unattached 
immigrants coming for the avowed 
purpose of seeking work shall be 
admitted unless it has been previ- 
ously determined by the department 
that there is an actual need for the 
kind of service they are qualified 
to render. 


"Such a policy, excepting the 


wives, husbands, children and aged 
parents of citizens and lawiully res-

No 
contacts. No friends. They are 
helpless and bewildered as lost 
children in the dark. 
There are thousands of middle- 


aged -women who have plenty of 
money to live on 
independently, 


who might have their own homes 
and travel, but who have to go and 
. live -with their children, although 
they know they menace their-chil- 
dren's homes, because they have to 
live -through,- their children. They 
have no interest in the world in 
anything except^ John and Mary. 


I believe that every woman 


should be .sufficiently forward-look- 
ing to provide -herself against this 
rainy day when she may possibly 
lose her husband and when she will 
surely lose her ' children. 
I be- 


'lieve she should keep up her 
friendships, her social connections, 
her accomplishments and keep- her 
interests as wide and her enthus- 
iasms'as fresh as she possibly can 
so that she will have resources 
within herself that she can call up- 
on in her need.

Either" occupation "takes all the 
time and intelligence and energy 
that one individual possesses. Of 
course, there' may be here -and 
there a superwoman" who can ac- 
complish this feat, but in order to 
do so she needs to have the luck 
"to get a superhusband and have 
superchildren. 


In the cases in which I have 
seen it tried out, the husbands, 
got tired of having wives who

Neenah—The geological history of 


Wisconsin and particularly of the 
Fox river valley, through the ages 
when the ocean covered and re- 
ceded from the state, was traced by 
Dr. Rufus Bagg, Lawrence college 
geologist, at the first of a series of 
Monday noon luncheons for mem- 
bers of fhe Feenah cli'b. 


Using a chart to illustrate Ms 


talk, and displaying fossils and sam- 
ples of soil ariS rock, Dr. Bagg ex- 
plained how various layers of clay, 
sandstone, limestone 
and 
shale 


were deposited on the surface of 
the state each time the ocean cov- 


- ered and receded from the land mil- 


lions of years ago. 


He referred briefly to the miner- 


al deposits in the Cambrian layer 
which are responsible for the hard- 
ness of Nenah city water at present. 


The first coral reef in the world 


was in Wisconsin, he pointed out, 
and, because coral can exist only 
under certain conditions, the dis- 
covery of the reef indicates that the 
ocean covering the state at that 
time was shallow, that the water 
was fairly clear, and that the cli- 
mate was tropical. 


Dr. "Bagg also discussed the gla- 


cial period and its place in the geo- 
logical history of this vicinity, ex- 
plaining how the ice brought down 
boulders from other localities, alter- 
ed the surface of the land, and cre- 
ated.'and affected lakes and rivers.
